IHB OH BAT QUESTION IN 
ENGLAND. 

The telegrams from England whioh we 
publish thia morning touch upon a subject 
which may deeply nfTeet the tato ot those 
two colonies. We ato told that Earl Uroa- 
Yonor's amendment to tho Becond reading of 
the Reform Bill will be made Hie test of the 
Ministry, or in other words that it will be 
aocepted as a motion o( want of confidence 
in the Government, and Gladstone's firm and 
defiant attitude loaves no room to doubt the 
determination oi tho Ministry to stand or full 
on the quofltion: If the Ministry be beaten, 
however, the union of Vancouver Island and 
British Columbia will bo jeopardized. Cer- 
tain it is to cbango in tho political condition 
of either colony will be mado the piedsnt 
year. It is noedlesa to discuss the effect of 
auoh a calamity on the Island as well on the 
mainland: Wholesale depopulation could 
be the only result. 

Tlie motion of Earl Grosvonor ia well 
characterized by some of the London jonrnala 
aa an insidious oue. It does not take (ho 
manly stand and Bay that reform ia inex- 
pedient, but that it is inexpedient to discuss 
tho bill until tho whole scheme which the 
Government has in view shall have boen laid 
before the Huubo. The Government finds it, 
no doub', impracticable to deal with the 
whole achome in one bill or at ono timo, and 
therefore confines its aotion in the present 
measure to England and Wales ; but Earl 
Grosvenor and Lord Stanley, with tho Con- 
servative phalanx no doubt at their back, 
take advantage of the difficulty, and without 
giving any opinion pro or oon. on reform, de> 
aire to kill the bill on the pretext that it is 
only a part of a gonoral system ; and should 
thereforo be postponed until that genera' 
system shall have been introduced. The 
proposition ia virtually what Gladstone im- 
plies it is— a want of confidence in the Gov- 
ernment j for, if the proposers had confidence 
in tho Min iatry they could vote on tho mer- 
its of the reform measure nt present before 
the House, and trust to the Government to 
bring in tho oompletion of the echeme. 
That there is a coalition bolween the Con- 
servatives and aomo of the " illiberal Lib- 
erals," if wo may be allowed to use tho ex- 
pression, there seams vory little doubt ; and 
it will in all probability bo u hard fight for 
the Ministerial sido of tho House to bold its 
own. There is one great advantage, how- 
ever, in favor of the Government. It has 
within its hand the power to precipitate an- 
other dissolution. That power just now is 
worth in itself a great many votos ; for ihere 
are few men in tho House of Commons who 
like at any time to run the risk and undergo 
the toil, trouble and expenso of an election 
eering contest ; in the present instance, 
immediately after a general election, the 
disinclination to faco the constituenciea is 
intensified. Many members havo spent large 
inms to get returned, and now when tbey 
havo just entered into Parliamentary busi- 
ness to bo compelled again to go before the 
11 free and independent electors," is a pros- 
pect that must strike them with dismay. 
To thia class, whether Conservative or Lib - 
eral, the fear of a dissolution will have a 
marked influence, and the Ministry will find 
Bupportora where in lesa critical time? thoy 
would be certain to meet enemies. 

Wo havo gone on the aupposition that Earl 
Ruasell if defeated will ask Her Majesty to 
dissolvo tho House rather than hand in hi 
resignation, and wo think the supposition a 
correct one. At the lato general election the 
reform quostion did not enter much into tho 
contest, for the simple reason that Lord 
Palmerston's Government declined submitting 
any sobeme or making reform a tost 
question ; the present Ministry will, there- 
fore, havo good giounds in, asking for a 
dissolution, in order that the opinion ol 
the people may be obtained not only on the 
general principles of reform, but on tho par- 
ticular measure whioh Parliament rofused. 
Under Buch circumstances a general election 
will be a momentous agitation. The cry of 
the London Times tind of tho Conservative 
statesman that the pooplo care nothing ubout 
inform will bo quickly silenced ; for, however 
quiet political allairs may bo generally 
throughout tho kingdom, oueo let the watch- 
word of " extension of the franchise " bo 
taken up in a great political contosl, and the 
country will bo Bhakon to its very centre. 
Earl Grosvenor and Lord Stanley will have 
raised a Frunkonstein far beyond their 
efforts to lay, Thia ia the Btrenglh of 
Gladstone and tho danger of tho Conser- 
vatives ; for just as surely as n general elec- 
tion takes plaoo on such a qjestion, so 
euroly will that restless political spirit 
which has lain dormant for many yoars bo 
reiuscitatod and called into vigorous nclion. 
Evory ultra- Liberal from Bright downwards 
will bo, ia American parlance, "stumping'' 
tho country, and an agitation will be got up 
Btrong enough to forco Irom tho Government 
much more liboral tetms than oven those 
contained in the prcaetit nisnsuro boforo the 
House. The Conservatives, and even what 
are culled " moderate " men, cannot shut 
their eyes to this fact. Tho bold stand, 
thoreforo, which Gladslono has tnken is likely, 
whon the question cornea ou for a eocond 
roading, to inspiro the timid and tho waver- 
ing with a wholoHomo dread of popular 
agitation, and forco from them their adhesion 
to principles which limy inwardly condemn. 
With all tho apparent power, therolore, of tho 
cnoinies cf the bill, we havo evory reunon to 
Bupposo that tho Ministry will carry thoir 
measure, and that nupposition is height- 
ened at locing what promitei to bo a 
groat majority in fovor of passing a bill 
to do away with the absurd restrictions 
imposed on dissenter" in Oxford Vnivorsity. 
Tho popularity of abolishing thsno restric- 
tions as well as tho ohureh totos shows what 



an advance tho House has made in liberaliom. 
As a matter of justice we hope to use tha 
reform bill become law, and ag a matter 
concerning tho interests of Ynnciearar Ii« 
land, we hope to see that law paeaed without 
obliging tho Ministry to resign, or <o post, 
pone the publio business by calling for an- 
other general election.

somo six or eight miles into the country and back 
to the cemetery ; for the coffin we only charged 
twenty dollars, making in all, as above, thirty dol- 
lars—which is much below our usuil charges for 
a funeral of that description. We would not have 
noticed a matter of this kind only from tha fact of 
the public manner in which tha statement was 
mado. From a knowledgo of the circumstances 
of the case we deducted ten dollars from our bill. 

If his Honor wishes to exercise the virtue of 
Charity thero is yet ample opportunity for h m, aa 
we understand that the family are anything but 
comfortably Bituated. 

Wo would only auu that if all our charges, and 
that of tho public, were In keeping with the above, 
wo very much fear that the (professions) of Un- 
dertaker and Judge would soon have to shoulder 
their blankets for Big Bend.

^zcure Youit Premisks. — Tho Stipondiary 
Magistrate yesterday requested the reporters 
of tho Press to oaotion the public to be more 
watcbfal of tho security of Iheir promisos 
than hotelofore. At this season of the year 
particularly, when Indians an lcuving fo7 
their homes, they are prono to make a raise 
nt eomouody'a expense. Numerous robberies 
bad oecurred of late, some of which exhibited 
tho greatest carelessness in the occupiers of 
bouses. Tho Police force had boon roduecd, 
ond perhaps it was not advisablo undor tho 
present state of the colony thai it should bo 
increased, but the least the inhabitants could 
do would be to protect themselves as far as 
they could. In outside residences bryond Iho 
reach of the police this was essentially 
cegcs?ary. Ho (Mr. Pcmbertcn) took the 
precaution to havo bells attached to tbo doors 
uud windows of his own rcsidonce, and he 
might mention that just beforo tho rohbory 
of Mr. J. D.Pemberton's bouse, ho heard bis 
window bells ring, and ou descending willi a 
revolver no one was to be seen. They bad 
taken alarm and flown. VVbero these pre- 
cautions were not observed a terrier or watch 
dog should be kept. The interests ol society 
and iho lounlry generally demanded more 
care as the placo would become the abode of 
a horde of these charnoters if these frequent 
robberios were not checked. Mr. Pomberton 
recalled some of tho performances of two 
former desperadoes Iiurnie and Brockie Jack 
who required the united eOorts of tbo then 
powerful polico to deal with tbem, and the 
inhabitants would find such characters among 
thorn again if they did uot lake care. Ho 
belioved white men wero at tho buck of all 
tbeso robberies and shared in tbo plunder. 

Darinu Escape of as Indian Prisonbb. 
— The two Indians who weiv> awaitiDg their 
trial at Quesnelmouth for the murder of John 
Morgan, broke gaol en the night of the 4th. 
One of them escaped, the , thor was secured 
through the timely DsssisBnca of Messrs. 
Clark, Bauer, Charles R. Barrage, and one or 
two others. They (reed themselvos by break- 
ing the locks and rivets on their shackles 
while the constable had gone out (or a few 
minutes. On opening tho door the Indians 
attacked tho constable with a knife and cut 
him severely on the left hand ond ahoulder. 
He then closed tho door and at onco gave 
the alarm. One of the Indians jumped 
through Iho window and esoaped. Turning 
when & few yards off, he fired at Alfred 
McNeil, who was in pursuit of him, but the 
shot did not lake elleot ; ho was armed with 
a revolver. Several armod parties were im- 
mediately on tho spot, but owing to tho dark.- 
ness the f'ugiiivo was soon out of sight. Two 
men started lo endeavor to 6nd traces of bim, 
and rctured ou tho 7th, having been down 
to tho intersection of tbo different trails, but 
tboy could eoo no truce of him. He is sup- 
posed lo havo made for the Forks of Ques- 
nol. Tho following is his description : — 
Height Ove leetseveu inches ; very dark com- 
plexion ; buckskin underclothing, bluish 
panls, has a slight out ou the upper lip. He 
has been twice tried for murder, but osoapod 
for want of evidence. 



Tue Lsoislativk Council met yesterday.

IMPORTANT FROM MG BEND, 

Bench Diggings Struck. 
Wright's Wagf/on Road rinished. 

Tho sloomor Enterprise arrived yesterday 
with a few passengeru and an express. Tho 
Columbian publishes the following interesting 
nows from Yolo : — 

From a roliablo miner who arrivod hero 
from Lytton City we learn that rich bunk 
diggings havo been struck on Curries Creek, 
Big Bend. The prospects obtained wero so 
rich ns lo croalo gieat exoitomont. The dis- 
coverer of tho diggings immediately pro- 
ceeded to Lytton City, whero tiu recordod 
oighlceu claims, and ho Bold sixteen ounces ol 
coarse gold, which ho hud taken out, to 
Messrs. Huiu Bros., merchants- Some pros- 
peotiug was dono in the bed of Oarnos cro. k 
last fall by a company of old Oaribooites, ol 
which Bob Nobloa waa a merr.ber. Thoy 
found that tho diggings wero deop and that 
thoy oould not get down to tho bed-rock 
belore tho winter set in, and being short of 
proviaious thoy woro obliged to leavo until 
spring. Tho bank diggings worn unknown 
last fall, and their discovoiy cannot fail to be 
a valuablo addition to tho provioua discoveries 
mado in Iho Big Bond country. L,akos 
Kamloops and Snaswap were not open ono 
week since, but it ia the opinion o! thoso 
who havo returned from Savana's Perry that 
thoy will bo navigablo by this lime. A great 
number of men have already proceeded to 
the mines from all quarters, and ihoro in but 
one opinion regarding their great richness 
and oxtuiit. During the present week pi?: 
paok trains with goods havo loft Yalo for 
the now mines, and Barnard's stages uro 
running three times a TTuek with passengers. 
Great progress has boon mado with tho 



Prom Mr. Thomas Spenco, who has just 
arrived from Cornwall's ranch on tho wagon 
road, wo loam that Jim May, an old and 
woll known Cariboo minor, had struck a very 
rich claim on French Crook, fonr or flvo miles 
further up Iho Blrearn than any prospecting 
h.\d boon dono last fall. The lucky Jim im- 
mediately communicated with his aid Cari- 
boo chums, and a number, including Jim 
Sellers, forthwith rushed off to join their 
former companion and eharo in his good luck. 
They huvo since rocorded nine lull chums, 
and tbo interest excited umongst tho miners 
is very groat. Jim May ia quo of tho pioneer 
prospociors of Curiboo, and ho has traversod 
as much of that mountain region in pursuit 
of guld as any man who has ever ventured 
inlo tbo upper country. Ho left Soda Creek 
about tho lat November last year for the Big 
Bond, and has wintered there. 

Tho wnggon road to tho lakes has been 
completed, and nearly all Wright's men buvu 
been discharged. Waggons havo paased 
over tho now road already. 

The ice on Iho lukoa has become too dan- 
gerous to cross over, so that its immediate 
break up is looked for. Hundreds of men 
arc camping at Kamloops waiting for tho ioo 
lo break up lo gut into iho minoa. 

GOOD NEWS FROM BRIDGE RIVER. 

I.illooet correspondence of the Columbian 
dated tlio 7lli inst., thus alludes to a sample 
of gold from Bridgo River sent down for 
exhibition : 

It is handsome n sample as I ever saw in 
either hemisphere, and is tho ouo half of the 
first week's wash fiom tho China claim wing- 
dam. The probable amount this claim may 
yield before the rising of tbo waters, and be- 
foro almost any while men in tho country get 
a cent, is reckoned by oompetont prospuctors 
at fifty-five thousand dollars, between the 
party of twelve. In case minors ehould 
labor under the impression thnt I am trying 
to pass this sample off as from tho now mines 
found by Jnniieson and party hat fall, I wish 
distinctly to suy that this is obtained lull 70 
miles lower down tbo river from ground 
of which plenty promises as well, that can 
bo beat opened duting tho fall and sluiced 
out beforo the spring floods. From the upper 
or summer side wo havo no nows except con- 
firmation of the accounts published last fall, 
from tho fact that iho ground is yet kept in 
its virgiu stato by tho frost. The now dia- 
coveiiea havo nevor been represented as 
" pile" diggings, but as good, steady pay. 
Old residents may remember thnt Lillooet 
District first mado tho country, and 1 assert 
that, if properly called on, our Bridge River 
can sustuin it. Chinoso industry often tri- 
umphs where British indolence gives it up. 
These men who produce tho sample may be 
styled lucky, wheu tho truth is they worked 
at times (but not at the coldest) whon white 
men, wilh just as fair chances, were idling 
round and sponding moro lhaii it would tako 
to open the work.

THE REFORM DILL— FENIAN AF- 
FAIRS — ANGLO-AMERICAN TELE- 
GRAPH — DEATH OF THE EX- 
QUEEN OF THE FRENCH -DIS- 
SENTERS AT OXFORD, AUSTRIA 
AND PRUSSIA, &c. 

Portland, Me., April 1 — The stoamer 
Damascus arrived this evening wilh dates to 
March 23d. 

In iho House of Commons, on tho 21st, 
tho bill abolishing oortain restrictions on dis- 
senters at Oxford University was debated 
and carried to second reading by a large 
majority. 

The Daily ^Ycu'i regards this discussion ns 
the best criterion yet presented of the 
strength of parties in the new parliament. 

The chances of tho reform bill continued 
to be bunly canvassed by the journals ; some 
opposed contending that Karl GroHVenor'a 
amendment will seal the doom ol tho bill, 
whilo tho othor side anticipate little or no 
danger from it, unless there is a severe de- 
fection in the ranks of the Liberals. 

A London letter says Kail Grosvonor's 
amendment was drawn up by D'Israali. If 
it should obtain a majority it will bo followed 
immediately either by the resignation ol tho 
Government or tlio dissolution of the House, 
but most probably by a dissolution. 

Tbo statements in regard to Austrin and 
Prussia aro conflicting. The Herman firms 
in London have uniformly ridiculed Iho idea 
of hostilities, and tho latest telegrams are ol 
r reassuring character ; but still the German 
press continues dealing in warlike rumora,

The steamers Pacific and Montana, which 
will sail this morning for Portland, Oregon, 
will carry up quito a number of sturdy and 
hard-fisted miners, who havo dotormined to 
try Uioir fortunes in tbo much vaunled gold 
fields to bo found in tbo Territories of Idaho 
and Montana. Tho major portion of them 
will cross the Rocky Mountains aud proecod 
to tho Blackfool diggiogs on the Eastern 
slope of iho mountains. Tbo mining district, 
with tho principal city, Helena, is located in 
tho Prickly Pear valley, on the very head 
waters of the upper Missouri river, near tho 
dividing ridge separating tho Columbia and 
Missouri waters ; the dislanco between the 
two slopes, via " Mullnn's Pass," is so short 
that tho traveler can drink from tho limpid 
waters of Ihe Columbia io tho morning, and 
(crossing Iho " divide ") quuff Iho wator of 
'he Missouri, at noon. lilackfoot is about 
470 miles northwest from Walla Walla, in 
Washington Territory, and somo 150 miles 
south of Fort Uenton — which is tho highest 
point thai sleamboala from St. Louis have 
yet reached on tho upper Missouri. Wo aro 
informed by a gentleman who belonged to 
Iho expedition, that Mullan's party found 
gold on tho Missouri aa early as 1808, whilo 
ongngod in building a Government road 
through that country. The parly was com- 
posed mostly of men who hnd mined in 
California in '49; they had become dis- 
gusted with their advonturo to Fraser river, 
B. C, and joined tho Government parly in 
order to havo an opportunity to return to 
the Atlantic Stalos, via tho Missouri, so soon 
as thoy should roach Fort Bonton. They, 
however, knew what a gold bearing country 
was, and said : " Beforo many years a second 
California in early days, will bo opened up 
here" — just whore the colebrated Blaokfoot 
mines now aro. The Government road party 
also found red hermatite iron ore, traces ol 
oopper, plumbago, etc. Cinnabar ia said lo 
exist alcng the Hell's Gate, and at point 
along tho Upper Missouri. Coal is found 
on the Upper Missouri, and a deposit of 
cnnnel coal near tho " Three Buttes," north«. 
west of Fort Benton is supposed to exist. 
In this connection wo may observo that tho 
Oregon Steam Navigation Company are 
having built a steamboat at the fool of Peu- 
d'Oreille Lake, intending to run hero some 
eighty miles to the head ol the Lake ; 
thence to Blaokfoot is about 2 B0 miles. The 
steamer will bo oompleted early in April, 
whon Mr. Wm. K. Ish, of Oregon, will place 
a line of stages upon the line, io connect 
with tho O. S. N. Company's stoatner3 at 
some point on tho Columbia — perhaps qI 
Wallulu or Palouse ; landing thence, via 
steamboat on Inko lo the mines. Tho fnre 
fiom the Columbia, including Iho Lako pas- 
sage, will bo 8100. Now that tho fare hence 
to Portland, Oregon, is put down so low, it 
is estimated that the sum of $130 will amply 
suffice lo carry a person from San Francisco 
into Ihe Blackfoot mines.— S. F. Flag, 
March 31.
